THE  WILLIAMSON  FAMILY 


This  brief  history  is  by  no  means  a  complete  history  of  our 
family.  Fully  realizing  that  fact  and  hoping  to  continue  the  scorch 
for  our  earlier  people  the  compiler  of  the  following  data  hopes  th 
each  who  comes  in  contact  with  this  will  add  what  he  or  she  can  to 
make  it  more  complete*

The  Williamson  name  is  found  in  every  city  and  village;  the  people 
are  among  the  most  numerous  in  any  locality*  Where  our  particular 
line  care  from  is  not  known.  The  data  to  date  is  very  skimpy  and 
goes  back  only  a  few  years. 

The  first  mention  we  can  find  of  our  branch  is  only  a  story  of 
a  Revolutionary  War  veteran,  name  unknown,  who  lost  a  leg  in  the 
war  and -after  his  return  to  his  home  used  to  race  with  his  grandson, 
William,  and  always  let  him  win. 


II,  This  unknown  veteran  had  at  least  one  son:  WILLIAM  WILLIA^u.,*^ 
birthplace  unknown.  The  story  is  told  of  him  as  follows:  wBoth  ny 
parents  have  told  me  that  grandfather  cane  from  Ohio  to  moke  his 
home  with  then.  He  drove  a  team  of  horses  hitched  to  a  spring  wagon. 
Ho  tlivcd  with  his  son  for  about  a  year  or  so  and  then  for  some 
reason  wanted  to  go  back  to  Ohio  and  started  in  just  the  seme  way 
he  came,  driving  his  team.  He  hod  some  money,  but  I  doubt  very  much 
if  it  was  gold.  They  never  heord  of  him  again,  my  father  didrFt 
he vc  the  means  then  to  try  to  find  him,  I  can*  t  even  Imagine  how 
thinly  settled  the  country  between  Illinois  and  most  of  the  way  to 
where  he  wanted  to  go  in  Ohio  was  at  th:  t  time,  llo  bridges  to 
spook  of  and  it  was  a  long  way  to  drive  and  an  old  man  alone.
